the same time he also sheds his ‘res-

r. Stead explained that he did 
Bs come to the congress commis- 
sioned by the minister in Ottawa as 
regards anything that he might 
say, but that he was going to express 
his own opinions and di not think 
any the less of them because they 
were his own.
